The State Welfare Board 

The State Welfare Board ćon- 
, sists of three members, one from 
-ech Supreme Court district of 
the state,-appointed by the gov- 
ernor with the advice and consent 
of the state senate, for a term of 
four years, The Board appoints a 
Commissioner of Public Welfare 
and fixes his compensation with- 
in certain limitations; makes pol- 
icies for the operation of the Pub- 
lic Welfare Program including a 
Merit System covering all person- 
nel; passes on ali appeals from the 
action of the county welfare au- 
thorities; and determines the num- 
ber of employees and fixes the 
salaries of same. Regular meet- 
ings are held every sixty days and 
oftener when necessary. The mem- 
bers serve without salary but are 
reimbursed for actual expenses in- 
curred in discharging their offi- 
cial duties and they also receive 
a per diem for not more than fif- 

teen days in any one year.
